Stock Breeding and Dairy Farming in El Faio 


County ' 


The consideration »f the stock interest of 


HI Paso County is one of great importance In 
the matter of our future development, and Is 
destined to bo au Important factor in the in- 
fluences which will tend to advance or retard 
us 
Unlike many of the counties of Colorado 


ours Is not uim In which the boot interest is 
alone of consideration In tills connection; for, 
owing to the qnlet wealth of many of our 
communities-end their comparatively thickly 
settled character, the subject of dairy farming 
is one which Is not to be Of erlooked. Ac- 
cordingly we shall divide our consideration of 
the subject of stock raising Into a few re- 
marks upon the respective breeds of cattle 
that our stockmen have found to be the best 
adapted for beef, purposes here; and th«n 
upon those that the experiences of our breed- 
ers of dairy stock point to as the best for that 
end. 


There has been a very decided increase In 


the number of thoroughbred animals intro- 
duced Into this county within the past year, 
from which It is intended to breed and so 
raise Hie standard of the herds; and t'lls is a 
"fact which augurs well, not only for oor par- 
ticular couutj, but for the state at large. 
There ha\ e been many adverse criticisms 
made upun the subject of thoroughbred

and it has been asserted by them that from a 
purely practical potato! view the ordinary 
cattle that arc found upon our plains are 
quire as good as the higher grade of stock, 
and that blood Is a matter for stock-fanciers 
and not for ordinary business men. But the 
fact of the matter Is that the success of the 
entire stock'Interest depends upon the-Im- 
provement of our native breeds. While It 19

In successfully brooding cattle for the dairy, 
that the best characteristics of the stock shall 
become fixed, as far as possible; that* they, 
shall be stamped with a principle of perma- 
neuco as fur as such things citu bo permanent. 
Tills jircjioKmi; this ability to stamp upon 
the oftspilug of «ny native cattle with which 
they maj be crossed their own qualities—be- 
longs In an emliyit degree to the thorough- 
bred cattle 
This is duo to the fact that 


through a long course of ages It has been the 
ot-ject of their breeders to stamp certain char- 
acteristics upon the brocd; aud thus the de- 
velopment of the lacteal orgaus, or early ma- 
turity, or aptitude to fatten easily, or symme- 
try of form have become marked features In 
tho breed. And this power of prepotency is, 
as a rule, greater In proportion as the indi- 
vidual more nearly approaches the thorough- 
bred. 


In regard to the comparative merits of dif- 


ferent breeds of dairy stock in Colorado, the 
data which our short experience has enabled 
us to gain Is so limited that any comparison is 
difficult; besides tho ends that dairy men keep 
In view difler so widely at different times. 
Two/ facts however may be said to be undis- 
puted: That In regard to quantity of milk 
the Uolstelu cattle are unrivalled, whilst for 
richness of milk and for butter the Jersejs 


We have only riven a few of what seemed 


tho most Important points In the. matter of 
stock raising In £1 Paso county to-day. We 
have merely Indicated; It Is for othou to car- 
ry out. And If by judiciously Inking advan- 
tage of facts resulting from the experience of 
others wo can save ourselves the time »"<! ex- 
pense of expci Imeulliuj foi oursulycs, It will 
evidently bo for,tho Innmxlliito good of our 
county aud the bonaoquQiit good of us.all; 
bearing,In mind, however, that for permanent 
success It is absolutely necessary to have 
Homo long established biocd of cattle from 
which to raise Ihu staudaid of our herds 
and Infuse a purer strain of blood. The ad- 
vantage and beuelU of this will-bo evidenced 
by tho surer returns and thu more certain 
results of breeding which will necessarily fol- 
low.

pects they have proved to he very successful. 
They are pwhapi the most widely known of 
any breed of cattle JB-the world; they are fine 
beef animals and hi%e also a wonderful ca- 
pacity for milk; but It is Iwrfonux to be 
questioned by many breeders of stock wheth- 
er they are the best adapted for our purpose* 
here. 


As a race of catc'le they are undoubtedly 
tbe most perfectly formed In the world, arid 
with their Jaige bones, straight backs arid' 
wide hips offer whatmu-t (M*m at the first 
glance to be the finest capacities fer beef. In 
tbeir native country they have been accus- 
tomed to the richest grasses and the beet filled 
barus, and urnlw the same conditions here 
they would undoubtedly be unsurpassed.«But 
this very perfection of furru is tbe cause of 
their comparative inferiority npon our weat- 
era plains, and militate* a«ain<t them, for 
lacking the rtrh pa«turagp and plentiful prov- 
ender to which their race lias always been ac- 
civttonu'd an* to which they owe their best 
points, they cannot do justice to tbe capacity 
that is in them when turned npon the range; 
and instead of becoming finely rounded and 
well Qllexl out, they degenerate Into large, 
raw-boned steers or delicate heifers known as 
weeds. They ha\o fine f«rnu to (III out but 
are deprived of the means demanded by their 
nature to accomplish this; and this very 
perfection of form Is the cause of their ruin. 


When

fattening foeds they take on flesh very rapld- 


Holsteln cattle into this count>, but any in- 
formation in regard to the methods adopted 
Is so meagre, that the results at the least must 
be said to be unsatisfactory aud uoD-convltic- 
iug. It is said that they did not thrive well 
here, but we have not beeu able to learn just 
what treatment they were subjected to

certainly Is not too much to consider that the 
experiment bas not been tBoroughly tried, 
and to nope that some one may carry it out 
more satisfactorily In the near future.

The Jersey cattle, on the other hand, are 


comparatively llcht milkers, but their milk Is 
very rich. The cattle of the Channel Islands 
are all called Jerseya, probably because the 
Island of Jersey happens to be tbe largest ot 
the group; but the rattle of all tbe islands 
are very similar. Bred upon Islands of such 
limited extent, the cattle naturally, owim? to 
the smallbess of the fields and other like 
causes, have never been allowed much exer- 
cise; and tbe treat richness of their milk is 
due to this fact. For, In proportion as 
the

Is diminished too, and the hvdro carbons 
contained In the fool are converted Into tbe 
fats of which butter Is com posed. These cat- 
tle have for *ev eral j ears been great favorl Us In 
the lorfte eastern dairies and nave sold at very 
high prices; and for the past two or three 
years many of them have been Introduced tot. 
to Colorado. They have been found to d» ev 
oellently here, and contrary to expectation 
are Perfectly able to stand exposure (o the 
winters too. Several dairymen of the county 
are Increasing tln>lr Jersey herds; and probably 
the largest herd in the county U that upon the 
farm ot Bnodnioor, bred from thoroughbred, 
stock brought out by the Taie'A.-EHv'rSiret-- 
tell, esq. In this herd there are nearly a doz- 
en thoroughbreds. In addition to quite a num- 
ber of high grades. 


Neither the Jersey nor the Holsteln breeds, 


however, can advMitageously be turned Into 
beef; for the former are too lacking In mus- 
cle and the latter are too rllfflcult to fallen. 
The Durham stock are excellent to cross Jer- 
seys upon, for their milk then acquires a cer- 
tain richness which is otherwise absent from 
it, and the beef points of the animal are but

respect the burthen of opinion of our stock- 
men seems to Incline in favor of the latter

The Hereford cattle are said to be 


one of the very oldest of the English breeds 
and derive their name from the county In 
which they were bred. They have been bat 
little known in America until within the past 
fivq or six years, but sincethat time they have 
made-wonderful strides forward In public 
opinion. So rapid Ih fact lias been this ad- 
vance that within the past two years their Im- 
portation Into this country from Great Britain 
has 
been 
very 
greatly. In excess of 


their 
importations 
previous 
to 
that 


date,-and even with tills the demand has 
very largely exceeded the supply. Their 
merits have long been acknowledged In Eng- 
land, and the results ot English experiments 
point to the fact that they are superior to all 
other cattle in the matter of <bcef. It Is re- 
corded of the celebrated Hereford bull, Lord 
Wilton, that having taken the prize at orie ot 
the English exhibitions, as the best Hereford 
on 4he grounds, he was also awarded the 
champion plate as the "best male animal of 
any breed or age," 


The Ilcrefords are larger boned than the 


Durhams, and are lower set; their chests are 
deep and full, the chine and loin broad, hips 
long and moderately broad, thighs full of 
fleslnto the hockn, a well sprang rib and deep 
flank, and their whole structure denoting the 
strongest vital urgana. They are essentially 
a flesh producing animal, with a great apti- 
tude to fntleu. Many of the cattle, men of 
this county have been experimenting with 
them for the past two years, with results 
very ranch akin to those of their Kngllsh 
brethren, having found them hardier and 
moretiasily kept fat than ai.y other breed. 
Chas. Elwell.Esq., has quite a herd of them, 
Including about a dozen thoroughbred cows, 
valued at from $800 to 81,000 each, and, sev- 
eral bulls, valued at from $200 toWOO, from 
which he l» Introducing the Hereford blood 
Into the noighliorlng stock; L. O. Ponttales, 
Esq., Is also introducing this breed, and 
has, among others, a thoroughbred bull which 
is valued at four hundred dollars; and It Is 
said that F. C. 1 hornton, Esq., of Manltou 
park, who has long been the champion of the 
Durham, Is at present feodln* twenty or 
thirty Hereford bull* with which to .replace 
his Durham 6ul)s on the range In the cprlng.

These Swls« cattle are excellent milkers, and 
the milk is but little inferior to tho Jersey 
inllk; they keep fat upon «n extreme mini- 
mum amount of food, and can be turned Into 
very fine beef. They are low bullt^'with 
bro'ad hips and deep flanks, and as a breed In 
which are united cjnantity and quality of 
milk, aptitude to keep fat and good beef 
points, they seem to be excellent. 


As an Instance of their value In the dairy, 


the. experiences 01 me two herds of this race 
of cattle In this state may be of Interest The 
herd of Mr. Whyte In Estes Park at present 
consists qfsevin heifers and four bulls, and 
they are all either imported or bred through 
direct from Imported animals. 
In a letter 


written by Mr. Whyte upon this subject ho 
says: "I have one cow Lulle, that gave daily 
during the summer off gross over twenty-four 
quarts of milk; and two others that gave ov<;r 
twenty quarts; the milk Is nearly, if not quite 
as.rich as the Jersey." 
In tho Broadmoor 


herd they have also proved very satisfactory; 
and In testing their milk as to Its capacity for 
cream, Mr. Wlllcox. their present owner, has 
had undoubted evidence of Its value. 
From 


a certain quantity of milk of two Swiss cows, 
one thoroughbred-Jersey cow, nnd ena well 
bred Durham cow which he let stand for, 
about thirty-six hours, ho found that the 
cream produced respectively by tne m||k of 
each cow was as follows; 
Representing the 


amount of cream produced by tho best Swiss 
cow a» the unit, that produced bv the Jersey 
would be 8-ftfths, that by the second Swiss 
cow, 7-tcnths, and that by the Durham cow 
l-h»lf. Owing to the fact that the Jersey 
cow had been In milk n longer time than 
either of the others this test is not exactly an 
accurate one; but even with this fact, the re- 
sult of the experiment speaks for Itnelf. 


In regard to their excellence for beef pur- 


poses, there Is every evidence that they will 
prove successful. 


Mr. Whyte, In his letter referred to above, 


saya upon this subject, "1 have now two years 
growth of grades from good dairy stock by 
Swiss bnlla, and 1 have no hesitation In Bay- 
ing that they are larger and ehow more beef 
qualities than any clans of grades I have
